Winter Care of Mode.

Cold November is upon us, with a full 


stock of cattle and a scant supply of hay. 
'•How shall we make buckle and strip 
meet ?" is tbe farmer's inquiry. 
In tbe 


first place, there is no need of a panic, no 
necessity for slaughtering sheep nor sell- 
ing cows at half their real value. We re- 
member short crops of hay in former yean; 
and remember, aleo, that the cattle were) 
always wintered without suffering, and 
that often tbe price of hay was lees in the 
airing than in tho autumn. 
Still it be- 


comes every farmer ta husband bia resour- 
ces, and we propone to make a few sugges- 
tions tending to promote the economical 
wintering of stock.

of ventilation. Pure air is just as essen- 
tial to vitality as food. We have been in 
a parlor where the good lady of the house 
was shivering with her shawl on, the 
thermometer at the came time ranging; 
from 70 to 80 degrees. Ths trouble was, 
she wee sitting and had been Hitting for 
years by a closa stove, with little circula- 
tion of fresh air, and her coTwtitntion bad 
become demoralized by this abnormal 
mode of living. Neuralgia, which ccn> 
prehends all hnman aches, was 'the tor- 
ment of her life. We have been in stable* 
where tbe cattle were suffering from the 
•ame want of freah air; and the stable* 
being worse in one respect than tbe parlor, 
inasmuch as the air was not only close, 
but reeking with the vile effluvia from tbe 
fermenting excrements. The remedy for 
this defect in our stables is simple. Just 
inn a vooden tube a foot equare from the 
stable to £he roof of tbe barn; K.3, if tbe 
stable is large, two or three such tubes. 
•The heat of thu cnimals will cause tbe air 
to rush np these tubes, as it does up • 
chimney, carrying the carbonic acid from 
the breath oi the animals and effluvia 
from the mannro alomr with it. If the 
stable is very tight, it may to necessary to 
put in a tube Icttini; in freeh air from tha 
side, taking care not to let the air blow 
directly on the stoct 


Much saving of too 


using loam, sawdust, or dry earth for I 
ding, instead of straw. There ere few 
farmers in the Eastern or Middle state* 
that can'efford to n.e straw foi thla par- 
pose. The price has ranged, new our 
cities and large village,; from $30 to $40 
ner ton; and, much a* we value manure, 
we cannot afford to' make it from such 
costly material. Leaves make just as good 
bedding and a much better fertilizer, and 
the straw can be cut np, sprinkled with n 
little meal, and fed to tbe stock. Treated 
in this way, it is a ranch better fodder 
than much of the hay that is harvested 
late in the season. Air late hay should 
also be paaeod through tho cutting ma- 
chin.?, watered, aod medicated with meaL 
The virtue of this bay bas gone into seed, 
and most oi this seed is scattered before 
tbe hay reaches tbe animal. It is right, 
therefore, that the tough, wiry atemi 
should be cat, softened with water, and 
enriched with meaL Tbe process aUa tha 
cow in her mastication and digcetien, aad 
also furnishes her with some material from 
which to make milk or flesh. . We know 
it is a question with farmers whether it 
pays to cut hay for stork; bat we think

I am told 
and I understand that tbe order bar gone 
to New York for rubber holders enough to 
supply all tho gin needed for all the busi- 
ness clocks iu onr city, and some private 
dwellings. I cannot vouch for the truth 
of the above statements, but the story 
came so straight that I must believe it. 
It behooves onr gas company to look to 
their interests, and that at once. We 
must have better gas and enough of it, or 
we must call a meeting of onr citizens and 
adopt pome method to light our oity better 
than it U at the present time. It can bo 
done, nnd must be done. We can't do 
business with tho present supply of gas

FIBB-PKOOF BUILDINGS. 


Editors Homing Herald. 


Your edition, of tbe 15th inst. contains 


a well-timed article on the subject of fire- 
proof buildings, and although I heartily 
coincide with moat of the ideas advanced 
therein,I do not consider it -"fallacy to 
plant fire-proof buildings in the midst of 
ordinary wooden structures.". A well laid 
Stick wall, twelve or sixteen inched thick, 
will often stand even after tbe inside 
wood-work and surrounding buildings 
are consumed, and sometimes -answer to 
build into again. We of ^Titusville are 
surrounded- by even a better material than 
Dtick for fire-proof buildings. I bavo 
reference to our native sandstone, li 
Ires from lime, and is .roaliy indettrnoti- 
bfo bv fire; sa' why not • encourage the 
DUildlng of firs-proof buildings, rather 
:ban favor the idea that it cannot be done? 
[ admit that firo-proof walls do not con- 
stitute fire-proof buildings; such a build- 
,ng should have brick or sandstone wallf, 
Tom twelve to twenty inches thick, ac- 
cording to the proximity and Character of 
ts surroundings. All openings should 
be protected with ittbstantial iron shut- 
ters, not fastened to door and window 
frames, but entirely isolated from all 
wood-work. The roof should be covered 
with tin, surrounded by a fir a wall suffi- 
ciently high to shield tbe tin from sur- 
rounding heat, »ud]to receive tho brackets 
ror the cornice entirely above, and sepa- 
rated from the timbers of the roof. I!y 
carrying ont these rulea in a workman- 
ike manner the builder will furnish a 
fire-proof building; but even then a stn- 
>id

alight external exjwsnre, especially if 
lis goods are insured for their full value, 
'losing toe iron shutters will not protect 
tbe woodwork if the inner doora and win- 
dows are also closed, f6r in that case the

hot as to allow tbe iron shatters to become 
doubly heated, as also to ignite the wood- 
work; consequently the inner doors should 


>o left open, and windows open both at 
.he bottom and top, thus producing 
s> 


current of cool air from bottom to top, 
which will effectually prevent the shut- 
era from becoming hot enough to ignite 
wood separated even a few inches from it. 


It would take too much space to point 


ont all the courses by which a fire-proof 
building may be burned, but if the occn- 
>ant has an ordinary amount of common 
sense and caution, and no insurance, ho 
will see that shutters are closed even in 
areas; that inner-doors and windows are 
open; goods nnd trash are kept.away from 
ron that is exposed to the outer surface; 
hat straw, paper;, etc., that collect in 
areas do not extend under the shutters and 
ilpng tha cellar and basement floor; in'fact, 
16 will always have ^ the building so fire

BOILER EXPLOSIBN ON CHTJBCU BUN. 


About fifteen minutes aftor two o'clock, 
resterday morning, the portable fiftaen- 
lorce boiler used for drilling the Newton, 
freeman, Burtis and Boyer wells oa! the 
rVidow Kerr farm, head of Chnrch Bun, 
exploded with terrifia violence, tearing 
tho whole engine house to pieces. It ap- 
•ean that Mr. S. If. Proper, driller, aud 
Jr. T. 3. Anderson, engineer, went on 
tower at twenty-five minutes 
after.one 


o'clock. The first thing the engineer did 
was to try tbe guage cocks; be claims 
that at that time there were two full cooks 
if water in the boiler. About one minute 
before the explosion, tho driller came'into 
the engine house, placed his breakfast on 
tip of the boiler, and requested tho engi- 
neer to help him draw tha tools. Both 
men acoordingly proceeded to the derrick, 
for that purpose, and in abont one minute 
afterwards the boiler exploded. The en- 
[ineer states that the steam gnage indica- 
ted eighty pounds pressure just before the 
explosion; that the eafe'y valve was fixed 
to blow off at'100 "pound",- and that the 
upper guage cook would leak with a whys- 
ling noise at a pressure above eighty 
pounds. He is therefore- sure that the 
pressure of 'steam was not greater than 
lighty pounds at the time of the explo 


ion.

The boiler stand- 
ng as it did, with its side to the derrick,

Frosa the Alt* Calif on ia, Nov. S. 


On the 23d of Jane last the American 


brig Sbeleht.fr. 1313 ton*, was dispatched by 
Ueeus, OOdemeMter, Muecka &Co. from 
this port to Callao with a cargo of about 
200.000 feet of lumber, Talned at about 
$2,000. Her crew and passengers num- 
bered in all twelve. She had a rough 
voyage down, and on the night of the 3d 
ot July was eanghtlin a cyclone. Fortu- 
nately the steamship Moses Taylor, on her 
downward tnp from this city to Honolu- 
lu, encountered heavy weather, {run off 
bar worse {on several hundred mile*, 
and at 9. o'clock on the morning of the 
19th 
of October, In latitude 26 deg., 


40 mia. north, longitode 148 deg., 52 
min. west, fell in with and boarded 
the meek of tha brig, and found one 
man, 
the captain, alive on ..he forecastle 


deck in an exhamatad condition. All oth 
er», crew and passenger*, had died from 
privation. The eaptain, who bad been a 
T-i~ of 236 pound*, when discovered in 
the forecastle of his wrecked ship weighed 
lew than ISO pound* Ths sufferings be 
endured for over three mt nth* cannot be 
told; he literally *nb*iated on hi* own 
fat. aa he bad nothing to eat 
His provi- 


dential rescue osrae at the last moment, 
lor it is believed it waa his intention to 
and bis aatfenngs tha same day by taking 
vitriol and ink. 


From Xbo floteaian Gauttt ot October 


24, we glean tha following partlonlan o: 
tha disaster: OaTooeday, October 19, at 
eight o'clock, a. a, & sail wa* discovered 
by the wheelman on the steamer Hoses 
Taylor. The veesel \ay_ directly in the 
atMsaat'a truth, and appeared to be dua 
hied, having but one mast standing, ani 
only herlowsr topsail mt, mooing before a 
rreah southeast wind. On approaching her 
it proved to be a brig, apparently de- 
serted, no person appearing in sight on 
hoard. A aail spraad over tha forecastle, 
and a tent rigged in the foretop cross- 
tree* showed that the crew had occnpiei 
these plaeea sometime. At every larch the 
sea made a clean breach over th* veeae 
Jroaa stem to stem. To all appearance it 
was a wreck that had long been water- 
logged, and her craw taken off by some 
passing veaaal 
Her *1*rn WM broken 


away, the bulwarks on both sides gone, 
and her sails flying from the foremast in 
rags. 


On reaching th* wreck the steamer stop 


ped, and Captain Bennett sent off a boa 
to ascertain whether any persons were on 
hoard, and if none, whether any reoori 
ooa.ld be found respecting her. 
The eea 
bnag quit* roagb, the brig lurched hem 
ily, and the boat approached her with 
some difficulty. She waa boarded, how 
o.-or, »•• the third officer and a seaman 
from the steamer, who immediately wen 
aloft into the foretop, and finding no one 
went ioto tha forecastle, where they dU 
covered a weak, emaciated man, who ex 
olaimed,a*heaawthsm, "Great Ood A 
mighty! Am I saved r He was lifted 
into the boat and taken to the steamer 
the only article brought with him being 
small canvas bag, containing a nautical 
almanac and a vial, inclosing a sheet o 
paper, with the data of the'wreck and the 
names ot the crew and passjengers. ] 
proved to be the American brig Shelehol 
316 tone register, of San Frsnoisoo, Bonn, 
to Oallao, with a cargo ol lumber. Tb 
survivor waa Captain Luder Hopken, th 
last of twelva persons on board at the tim 
of the disaster. 


The brig was eanght ia a eyolone on th 


night of July 3d, tha same date of the so- 
lar eclipse. Soon sfter midnight, when 
the oyolono waa at ita height, she waa 
thrown on her beam-ends, and found to 
be rapidly filling, and In ora»r to prevsn 
a total loss of the vessoi and ber com 
pany, her main topmast wa* cut away 
and «b* righted op. No tine was al 
lowed to save any provisions or cloth 
ing from the tabin. and the crew were 
obliged to retreat to theforotop to prevent 
boing washed overboard, aa every wave 
made a clean breach ov<r her. Tha mat*, 
Mr. Johnson, died first, siz.days after th*
